Roosevelt is pretty much disgust­ 
ed with certain types of newspapers 
in ihjs country and that he may 
be expected to “crack down” on 
them. 
The consensus among the writing 
fraternity in Washington is that Dr.

has an opportunity at least 
to know the Presidential mind. He 
has virtually lived with it during the 
last six months and there can be 
no doubt that he had opportunities 
during that time of talking formally 
and informally with tile Chief E ice- I 
ut ive in a manner not permitted 
more than a few persons.
